terrrber. The vote then was 12 
Universities against It, and six for 
it. 

Second Montreal college to make 
known its decision on the matter 
yesterday was Loyola College'. Bill 
Forbes, president of the Loyoi 
student council announced his 
council had voted In favour of the 
scheme last week. 

Meanwhile, McGil! student offl 
dais were still waiting, for an 
answer from the NFCUS executive 
to the McGill Student Society's re 
quest that the federation take 
new vote on the matter. 

The belief here last night was 
that since nine of the 20 member 
universities of the federation had 
anounced their support of the ex- 
change, a new vote would most 
probably have to be taken.

As 97% of Dents Vote 



Hamilton, Ont., Dee. 5.— (CUP) 
—By a slim majority of 23 votes, 
McMaster University students to- 
day rejected the proposed tour of 
Canadian Universities by a dele- 
gation of Soviet students In a re- 
ferendum here. The vote was 
203 for the exchange, and 226 
against. 

Total balloting represented ap- 
proximately half the eligible stu- 
dent voters. 

One of the most significant fac- 
tors In determining student opin- 
ion on the tour was a handbill 
distributed to students by an off- 
the-campus group last Saturday, 
the McMaster Silhouette, student 
newspaper reported. 

Two young men and women, 
not atudenls at the University, 
distributed mimeographed aheets 
calling on students to vote in fav- 
our of the tour. The organization 
In charge or this called itself the 
Youth Friendship League. 

Consensus among atudents who 
had received the handbills was ' 
that "the 1 whole thing smacked of 
Communist tactics," the Silhou- 
ette reported. Many expressed 
the view that If outside Interven- 
tion had not been attempted, 
they would probably have been 
more In favor of the tour, the 
paper added. 

McMaster executives of the Na- 
tional Federation of Canadian 
University Students and the In- 
ternational Student Service de- 
nied any knowledge of tbo> 
.League or its affiliations. 

Decision to ask student opin- 
ion on the matter was made al a 
.meeting of the students' council 
last month. The ballot was 
worded: Would you be In favour 
of a tour of Canadian Univer- 
sities by a group of Russian 
students.

One hundred and twenty four West Indian men 
and women last year registered as students at 
'McGlll. 

The West Indies provides but one example. 
Swelling the enrolment in every faculty were 00 
âludérits from Great Britain; close to SOO from the 
United States; 37 from Greece. One student in 
eight on the McGlll campus last year was from a 
non-Canadian home. 

A close association exists, on this campus ot 
men and women from all parts of the world. Prin- 
cipal James referred to it In his current Annual 
Report as "an Important part of the edui 



tional 



process." Students of sixty nations, ha' 
tural and religious backgrounds as diverse as their 
nationalities, work together In the classroom, the' 
laboratory, the gym, or the non-athletic extra- 
curricular pursuit. 

Through dramatics and social gatherings, dis- 
cussions and debates, organizers of a dozen or more 
national and international atudent groups have 
added to the Sum total of education— In the broader 
sense-at McGlll. 

Such a fraternal existence in undergraduate 
years must tend to produce in the graduate ot the 
University an absolute minimum ot blind, pre- 
judice; a minimum ot racial 'or religious discrim- 
ination. 

The 900 non-Canadian students who were last 
year registered at McGlll will add much to cam- 
pus life— and will gain' much from it-during their 
years spent at- McGlll. 

The name of McGlll will be spread still further 
when the 900, as graduates, return to their sixty 
homelands; and McGill will Indirectly be ot service 
In sixty foreign lands. 

Nine hundred graduates will serve as 900 ambas- 
sadors of the Canadian way of lite.

The Christian Position and Dr. Hoy le 



A movement has recently been 
tiollc youth newspaper, "Ensign" and the United 
hurch, "Observer" which aims at removing certain 
programmes from the C.B.C. of an anti-Christian 
nature. The argument advanced, by these papers 
and by their supporters seems superfically to be 
valid. Granting that we are Christians, they say, 
we. have certain concepts ot the truth which our 
faith assures us arc valid, and moreover, we believe 
It to be God's will that everyone recognize these 
concepts as such. Why then do we permit the 
omaly of a large agent of public Information like 
C.B C, paid for, for the most part by Christians, 
propagate ideas which arc contrary to these 
ccpts, which we therefore know to be wrong, 
hich, if accepted by the public, we know to 
armful. 

But if we examine this view more closely, we 
'can see that there are grave dangers implicit in it. 
Let us try to picture what would happen if they 
won their case, and, as they hope, less people were 
• drawn Into error, and hence more remained within 
the bounds ot the Christian Church. What kind of 
a Christian would we have? Nurtured purely on 
Ideas of Christian origin and, shielded from all 
opposing concepts, his horizon would be extraor- 
dinarily limited. His faith, though perhaps strong in 
other aspects, would not be founded on a really 
coherent consistent Intellectual conviction. Much 
ot the conflict through which a Christian must go to 
find ideals and apply them to his life would be 
artificially eliminated. There would be no challenge 
of opposing ideologies to be overcome. 

The practical results ot such a state of affairs 
for the Church are as terrible as they are historic- 
ally evident. We can see them dearly In the 
example of the French Revolution. The Roman 
Catholic Church had for a century made the 
mistake of ignoring its opposition, the Ideologies 
and free-masons. Its faith had not returned the 
challenge of either the changing social conditions 
or the Intellectual enlightenment. To the Revolution 
It could only hold up the blind opposition ot uncom- 
promising reaction! When its hold on the rural areas 
was shaken by the revolution, It left the poor, 
u'ntutbred faithful of the countryside with no 
Intellectual armour, to combat the fanatical zeal of 
the atheistic idealists, maddened by a century of 
obscurantism. Not until the nintccnth century was 
a more rational attitude shown. For example, the 
Church of Rome revealed its attitude in such ency- 
clicals as Rorum Novnrum. Christianity still suffers 
from the shattering defeat of 1789. 



' But this was more than a mere error in tactics. 
It seems to be something like a slur cast on the 
Holy Ghost to hold the view ot the eighteenth 
century Church which the Ensign and the Observer 
are asking us to hold again today. If- God dispenses 
to mankind the Grace to discover truth, then in the 
free, open conflict of all ideologies how can the 
truth help but prevail? If we believe in the guid- 
ance of the Holy Ghost, then it Is our duty as 
ChrltVians to allow and encourage the un-I'nhibitcd 
presentation of. all points of view, so that we may 
emerge with a faith which is at once stronger and' 
more aware— a faith founded on logical intellectual 
conviction, which Is capable of application to the 
modern day world because it has met all its 
challenges. Programmes such as those given by 
Dr. Fred Hoyle and Bertrand Russell, leaders in 
modern thought, is what Christians need it their 
faith Is to keep In touch with reality. 

To meet openly the beliefs of opponents as far 
as he is Intellectually capable is one of the 
responsibilities of a Christian. It is not enough' to 
merely believe the tenets of the Church hands 
down, In the sense that ,we believe nothing 
contrary to them', we mui't believe In Christ in the 
full awareness that In doing so we are making 
a conscious choice, and that in doing so we are 
exercising the power of and fulfilling the respons- 
ibility of our free wSII. To fall to do this Is to 
be an automaton; to remain in our, faith like . 
Children. An Infant will accept' the norms and 
standards of his parents as a matter of. course 
snd it is right that he do so. But there comes a 
time when he must accept the responsibilities ot 
a man: the responsibilities of conscious derision, 
the exercise of freè will. We all accept this In 
the range of our material lives. We reserve the 
right to choose our own career, the courses we 
take at University, our future husband or wife. 
We cannot become men In our material lives and 
remain children In our acceptance of God. 

In many nations now under Communist domi- 
nation the right of Christians to propagate their 
faith Is severely restricted. Here the Church has 
called loudly for the right of religious expression, 
this is the truly Christian position. To demand 
! the right of free expression in Hungary and try 
to supprers It in Canada Is clearly Inconsistent. 
We must make a choice, and a chojee which will 
allow us to be Christians in the true sense of that 
word, not as children, but as adults exercising 
consciously our God-jrlvon power of free will.

director. "The Assembly," Mr. 
Chamberlin said, "is actually an or- 
ganised property, owned by Co- 
lumbia University, and Its funds are 
held by the University, but Dean 
Young Is responsible for it." 

He remarked that Lewis W. 
Douglas, a former principal of 
McGlll University, had been quite 
active in the American Assembly. 
Last year General Elsenhower 
. asked Douglaa to be chairman of 
the Assembly's National Policy 
Board, and' be bad accepted the 
position, assuming his dutlea 
early in the year. It Is the Na- 
tional Policy Board that selects' 
the participants and the topic 
for each Assembly. "The person- 
nel on each conference will be 
different," Mr. Chamberlain aald, 
"and we expect to have repre- 
sentatives - from Canada M the 
future." He added that the dele- 
gates to each* Assembly were 
mainly selected for their ability 
to contribute to the subject at 
hand. 

Quarters at Arden House 
"We. had our first meeting last 
May," he said, "and It went off 
very well." He mentioned Arden 
House, which was donated to the 
Assembly by W. Averell Harrlman, 
had beep well suited to this opera- 
tion. "The house is big," he added, 
"but it does not have the air ot 
vanished grandeur that so many of 
the houses of ' that type seem to 
have." "It will also be valuable 
for other uses than Assembly ses- 
sions," he continued. "Next summer 
. ✓ (jfjnntVMl 
we are holding two six-week 

courses in advanced management 
there; and there will also be other 
short conferences." 

Mr. Chamberlln (old ua that 
the American Assembly was first 
organized In October 1950. Prior 
to Its first- meeting there bad 
been a great deal of study about 
how It would be operated, and 
finding out what units ot the 
university could use it. 

"We were busy right up to that 
first meeting last May," he said. 
"Before an Assembly we try to as- 
semble the facts, which is beyond 
the capacity of the ordinary pro- 
gram. You need more machinery 
nowadays to see what the pertinent 
facts and Ideas are." He added that 
they have the same staff that they 
had a year ago, but that it is still 
too small; and they also have a lot 
ot experience they can call upon. 

Chamberlain told .The Dally that 
the Assembly operates by first get- 
ting the research and background 
material. Then the delegates arc 
brought together to talk about it; 
and finally attcr each conference 
the findings are published and cir- 
culated through such media as press 
and radio. 

Press Coverage 

Regarding the question ot press 
coverage of the conferences, Mr. 
Chamberlln answered that the press 
arc, not present at actual meetings. 
"Although the press are not too 
happy about this system," he said, 
"we found that it worked out very 
well during the meetings of our 
first Assembly, and one of the 
things that contributed to good dis- 
cussion. He added that the par- 
ticipants were quite pleased ' at 
their method ot having the round 
table discussions off the record, 
and the individuals not quoted by 
name. They had three round tables, 
each table following the same 
agenda; and in a way there was a 
quite different report on each of 
the three discussions. Each of these 
tables were composed of repre- 
sentatives from business, agricul- 
ture, government, labour, universi- 
ties, and the press. Chamberlln 
said that the first and concluding 
meetings of the Assembly had been 
open to the press, and at the end of 
the Assembly a full report of the 
findings had been published. 

"The Assembly Is definitely 
an educational project," Cham- 
berlln continued, "as well as the 
actual conference at Arden 
House, part or the Assembly 
progam is to. have local discus- 
sion groupa throughout the count- 
ry; and we try to give them the 
background material . and re- 
search finding* at the same time 
they receive it at Arden House. 
He said they were also in pro- 
cess of preparing teaching mater- 
ials and aids for school groups;
